Aldermen OK Hikes for 
City Hall Workers 
Early in Meeting.

The Board of Aldermen Mon¬ 
day night unanimously approv¬ 
ed an across-the-board pay 
raise for members of the Wel¬ 
fare Department, Treasurer’s 
Office, City Clerk’s Office, and 
the Assessor’s Office. 

The board also approved re¬ 
quests on the pay raise 
proposals that the city assume 
100 per cent of the cost of hos¬ 
pital and major medical insur¬ 
ance, up to $28.00 per person, 
per month. 

Recreation and Parks Depart¬ 
ment employes also received 
pay raises, but Superintendent 
John W. Cioffredi lost his bid 
to hire a new recreation super¬ 
visor. 

Cioffredi received a $600 a 
year pay increase, while the- 
wages of maintenance men 
were increased from $2,11 ot 
$2.85 per hour. 

The board also approved 
Cioffredi’s request that the city 
pay hospital and medical care 
up to $28.09 per person, per 
month. 

Alderman Craigue Perkins 
moved that Cioffredi’s pay in¬ 
crease proposal be accepted, 
except for the addition of a new 
recreation supervisor. The new 
man’s salary was to have been 
$5,000 a year. 

A heated debate followed Per¬ 
kins’ recommendation, and the 
board approved it by a roll call 
vote of 5-4. 

Voting for Perkins’ recom- , 
moxidation were Aldermen Dan¬ 
iel Allen, Patrick O’Brien, Ar- * 
thur E. Crowley Sr., Francis 
Gallagher, Perkins. 

Voting no were Aldermen Jo¬ 
seph A, Abel, Robert Harrison, 
Roger Pike and Francis E. San 
born. 

The board tabled a motion to 
raise the salary of all Public 
Works Department employes 
and supervisory personnel by 
three per cent. 

Although Abel moved that the 
proposal be adopted, Donald F. 
Maddy, an international organ-" 
izer for the AFL-CIO, said that 


the pay raise of three per cent 
was inadequate, 

Maddy said that custodians of 
the school system were sched¬ 
uled to receive a seven per cent 
pay raise and that in Massachu¬ 
setts public works employes 
were receiving raises of six to 
14 per cent. 

He asked that a vote on the 
pay proposal be delayed until 
he could further negotiate with 
the Public Works Committee. 

Abel and Gallagher opposed 
a further delay in budget trans¬ 
actions. 

This is the second adjournal

A possible break in an 
electric power cable was 
blamed Monday for the 
postponement of the open¬ 
ing Monday of the Rutland 
Municipal Swimming Pool.

Chaffee Gallery Show Has 
Wide-Ranging Display of Art

On ^display at the Chaffee Art 
Gallery until July 23 are a ser¬ 
ies of paintings of antiques by 
the late Mark O’Dea of Wood- 
stock, and a number of paint¬ 
ings' by members of the Rutland 
Area Art Association, 
j The O’Dea works are notable 
1 for the good blending of colors 
between foreground and back¬ 
ground. All ids paintings are 
still lifes. The figure configura¬ 
tion in the paintings is very reg¬ 
ular, but highly uninhibited. 

It is clear that CTDea was ver¬ 
satile with brushes. Nearly ev¬ 
ery painting displays a switch 
from fine detail to loosely- 
brushed color masses. 

The paintings are lacking in 
soph! s tic ati on s. An o cc a s ional 
fabric shows that the artist 
nevpr mastered the sfumato 
technique. Nor is the depiction 
of clear glass extremely fine. 
The show is a visual introduc¬ 
tion to antique Americana. 

Several works by members 
of the RAAA stand out. 

The finest abstract is “Why 
Am I?’*, by Mrs. Vera Bolton, 
Superbly muted abstraction, 
dominated by a clearly classical 
face, render the entire painting 
intelligible and truly attractive. 
Shadowy forms in a mystery of 
color lend interrogative beauty 
to the piece. 

“Covered Bridge” by Mrs. 
Trudy Lewis shows good mas¬ 
tery of impressionistic brush- 
work and lighting. The quality 
of the unfrozen water under the 
bridge is exceptional. 

“Spring Blossoms” by Mrs, 
Marion Farnsworth is good in 
its blending of pastels. The 
painting never becomes bland. 
The frivolous nature of roccoco 
is equally well avoided. 

A still life by Mrs. Vivian Koe- 
nige shows a superior handling 
of clear glass. The light factor 
is kept under Control at all times

Most of the paintings in the 
show are more or less ! in¬ 
fluenced by the impressionistic 
technique with light and color, 
but by far the finest example 
of it is “Kennebunkport” 1 by 
Mrs. Dorothy Baker. 

Her depiction of “the grey 
mist on the sea’s face” is Tur¬ 
ner-like in its smoggy texture. 
But the mist never becomes so 
thick as to impede the glare of 
sunlight that fights its way 
through. 

Especially impressive is the 
foreground of the reflection of 
a wharf in the water* whose im¬ 
age is partially smothered by 
the mist. 

A single nude, by Frank Mig- 
lorie Jr,, is anatomically poor. 
The monochromatic nature of 
the work, combined with the 
kneeling figure* which is in a 
position of adoration, borders on 
pornography. 

The show is dominated by still 
lifes and outdoor scenes, all 
more or less well done. How¬ 
ever, the majority of the work 
is largely craft, imitation, 
little*art, ai\d metaphorical ex¬ 
pression. .

Summer Is Slipping Past Us, 
But Playgrounds Holding On 


Cases of Explosives Found on Side Road After Min¬ 
ister Hears of Location and Tells Police; Enough 
Sticks to Have Blown Town Sky-High. 


By KEN WILD 

Three cases of dynamite were recovered Sunday morning 
on a side road near East Pittsford, a week after they had been 
swiped from a highway construction shed in West Rutland. 

None of the sticks was missing. Two of the cases had been 
opened, however. The explosives weren’t concealed — and — they 
were dose enough to East Pittsford to have torn the town apart. 

The weekend conclusion to the situation came after a quiet 
investigation by police and a 


clergyman. It was hastened by 
the suicide Friday of a Mendon 
boy who had been questioned in 
connection with the case. 

Philip Hubenet, 16, son of Dr. 
and Mrs, Bernard J. Hubenet, 
took his own life with a rifle 
Friday morning. He had volun¬ 
tarily given police an account of 
the dynamite theft. 

The dynamite belonged to the 
S. V. Rossi Construction Corp., 
which is rebuilding Route 4 
through West Rutland a n d 
Route 7 south of the city. 

The explosive was in a shed 
near West Rutland, with two 
padlocks. Both padlocks were 
sawed through with a hacksaw 
and the dynamite, about 150 
pounds, was removed in three 
cases, sometime on the night of 
July 22 or early July 23. 

It was heavy - duty con¬ 
struction explosive. Each stick 
was 24 inches long, more than 
two inches in diameter — and 
about 75 per cent 
nitroglycerine.

Late last week the Hubenet 
boy and Trooper Robert Dakin 
of the state police Bureau of 
Criminal Investigation had a 
conversation about the case.

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Swimming Pool Struggles Through a Busy Summer 


Outmoded and overcrowded as it is, Rutland’s 1929-vintage 
swimming pool is still a summer fun outlet for area young-

Despite an overcrowded, out¬ 
moded, cloudy-water pool, 
manager William J. Reardon 
said Wednesday that his staff is 
working hard until closing day 
Sept. 2 “to give the kids the full 
share of summer.” 

With only two days off 
because of bad weather, at¬ 
tendance since opening on 
Memorial Day weekend is 
already 33,000 to 35,000, and is 
slated to reach a high of 46,000 
— up 8,000 from last year. 

But a fallacy exists. 

As the number of people who 


enjoy the pool rises, their ac¬ 
tual enjoyment decreases. 

Reardon described the dilem¬ 
ma. 

“The pool was built in 1929 to 
hold 320 swimmers. When you 
have 1,200 to 1,300 a day — and 
all during July we averaged 
1,300 a day — well . . and he 
gestured towards the crowded 
pool. 

One remedy tried this 
summer was to limit the 
number allowed in swimming 
classes. Yet, although beginner 
classes were limited to 500 
students, intermediate to 50 and 
the rest left open, 575 to 600 
have participated in at least 
one of the two four-week 
sessions. 

While youngsters in the 
smaller classes benefit more 
from the lessons, he. added that 
150 more youngsters than could 
be adequately handled were 
enrolled. 

Policy innovations are aimed 
to make the crowded conditions 
more confortable, but inevitably 
they pinch some fingers. 

For example, the pool deck 
railing which separated spec¬ 
tators from swimmers was 
taken down about five years ago 
to increase deck space for 
swimmers from six to 12 feet, 
Reardon noted. 

Howevver, black lettering on 
the pool’s front door forbids 
people in street clothing — in¬ 
cluding parents who want to see 
Johnny dog paddle — to go 
upstairs to watch him. 

The requirement of bathing 
cap for females and males with 


long hair may seem a normal 
modern pool regulation. But 
here it also symptomizes bigger 
troubles with the filtering 
system. 

“In the peak of summer, our 
filtration system can’t handle a 
large group,” Reardon com¬ 
mented. “The water, which 
should be crystal clear all the 
time is cloudy. The cause is 
mostly bacteria which is not 
harmful — but it’s not good.” 

And the burning- eyes of the 
swimmers testify to the work 
pool personnel have to do to 
keep it clean. 

Samples of water sent three 
times weekly to the Bureau of 
Laboratories at the Vermont 
Department of Health in 
Burlington have all been found 
clean, according to Reardon. 
But he noted that up to 55 
pounds of chlorine must be ad¬ 
ded daily to the water to keep it 
that way. 

By the end of the season, the 
manager estimated that ten 100- 
pound bags of both soda ash 
and alum will also have been 
put into' the water. 

But makeshift measures and 
extra heavy doses never cure 
the patient. 

Reardon eyed the 120- by 80- 
foot pool, which holds 256,000 
gallons of water, and began to 
list its ailments: 

“We should have a clean first 
aid room, better toilet facilities, 
better showers, a new filtering 
system, an admissions set-up 
so youngsters will stay in until

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West Will Probe 
Board’s Secrecy 

State’s Attorney Requested by Newsman to Cheek 
Legality of Aldermanic Votes Taken in Closed 
Session Monday; Promises Ruling Next Week.

State's Atty. Robert E, West will investigate the legality of 
secret actions taken by the Rutland Board of Aldermen Mon¬ 
day night. 

The action follows a formal complaint lodged with West by 
Carl Loveday, a WHWB newsman-disc jockey. Loveday's action 
was prompted by a story in The Herald Wednesday, which said 
that two votes taken by the board while in secret session were 
illegal. 

West said he would investigate the matter and make a ruling 
sometime next week. He de¬ 


clined to even guess at the out* 
come of his inquiry. 

Under Title I, section 313 of 
the Vermont Statutes Annotated 
{VS A), “nothing , . . shall be 
construed to prevent legislative 
bodies * . . from holding ex¬ 
ecutive sessions from which the 
public is excluded, but no 
ordinances, resolutions, rules, 
regulations, contracts, or ap¬ 
pointments shall be finally ap¬ 
proved at such executive 
sessions. 

“Such legislative bodies ♦ , . 
shall keep minutes of the 
business transacted at each 
meeting which shall be made 
available to any freeman of this 
state upon request, unless the 
reputation or good name of a 
person, the security of the 
state, or a proposed contract is 
involved 

The sta tute p rovide s for a 
$500 fine for a “person who 
violates the provisions of this 
subchapter or participates in 
the wrongful exclusion of any 
person or persons from any 
meeting for which provision is 
herein made.' 5

This is the way 
we've got to go to stay with the 
times and to make the summer 
more enjoyable for our 
children.”

Cioffredi said: 

'"We took a bus to Gifford 
Woods. The youngsters really 
enjoyed being out there, and we 
have a place right in the citv 
limits. Pine Hill Park,” 
Cioffredi's second plan is 
“little playgrounds or tot lots 
where youngsters could go to 
play without having to cross 
mam traffic arteries,” 

These small areas would in¬ 
clude a few park benches for 
mothers' relaxation, shade 
trees, wading pools in some, 
sand boxes—“a nice green 
area where they can let the lit¬ 
tle guy loose.” 

Pointing out that three- 
through six-year-olds are 
generally too young to benefit 
trom the supervision of the 
large playgrounds, Cioffredi 
said: 

We need to develop recrea¬ 
tional facilities which people in 
our community can take ad¬ 
vantage of without having to 
have everything supervised and 
organized.” 

He named a vacant lot on 
Madison Street to be developed 
as potential first project. 

“It is ideally situated be¬ 
cause there are manv children 
in that area who find it difficult 
to cross Route 7 to get to 
White Playground or to cross 

River Street to get to Meadow 
Street Playground,” 

The Rutland Recreation 
D e p artment superintendent 
turned to his third con¬ 
sideration: what to do with the 
playgrounds. 

Originally, Rutland had seven 
playgrounds — Northwest, 
Northeast, Dana, Park Street, 
Meadow Street, White, and 
Rotary. 

“About four years ago, we 
had an economy kick and we 
tried to consolidate into three 
main playgrounds — Rotary, 
Meadow Street and White,” 

Ci ofreddi said. 

But this solution has been in¬ 
adequate because children had 
to travel such distances to other 
playgrounds. Manv other areas 
have grown in the meantime 
and new need a playground. 

With highly organized 
playground programs such -as 
Little League and the Mitey 
Mites, Ciofreddi said that “we 


give enough in the area of 
physical needs, enough games 
and sports activities, 

“But we would like to do 
more using nature,” Ciofreddi 
said, “to work with the things 
within us, the things you don't 
have to buy.' 

Realizing that “even today in 
Vermont, we have youngsters 
who can't tell the different 
kinds of frees,” and that 
playground facilities for nature 
activities are extremely 
limited, he urged a day camp 
program to supplement 
playgrounds “to use our area, 
our environment, our things 
around us, to get back to the 
land.” 

The land in question is Pine 
Hill Park, where Rocky Pond is 
located. The city already owns 
the land. 

Ciofreddi stated: 

“We have the ideal situation 
for a day camp program in 
Pine Hill Park, The area is 
there.” 

To develop the area enough to 
make it useable, Cioffredi 
foresaw such steps as “making 
the road passable, installing 
lavatory facilities, and some 
lean-tos, and re-developing 
some of the trails,” 

“But this requires proper 
leadership. This requires more 
skilled help, oriented toward 
cfay camp programs,” he said, 
noting that the Recreation 
Department still needs an ad¬ 
ditional recreation supervisor 
and two more full-time 
maintenance men. 

Suggesting a pilot project to 
test the need for and approach¬ 
es to a day camp program, Ciof- 
fredi said that “there’s a 
possibility with Pine Hill Park 
that we might try next year for 
a couple of weeks of a day 
camp program.” 

As a result of the requests of 
the Parent-Teachers' Associa¬ 
tion at Northwest School, the 
Northwest Playground was re¬ 
opened for the first time since 
being dropped three or four 
vears ago. 


Attendance figures show tnat 
it has justified its existence, 

Cioffredi announced Thursday 
that Northwest attendance this 
season has been nearly 3,000 
with more than 3,00 at White" 
2,800 at Meadow Street, 2,500 at 
Rotary, and 270 at Haven wood. 

“To do the job right, there 
should be neighborhood 
playgrounds located strategical¬ 
ly in different areas,” he said 
citing Park Street and North- 
, east as two. 

Thinking of the housing 
developments spreading out 
toward city limits, Cioffredi 
remarked, “There are spots 
that may well need 
playgrounds, but to justify 
anything new, we must show a 
need. The best way to show a 
need is for people to request 
such things.” 

With re-evaluation of this 
summer's playground programs 
now underway, he emphasized 
four problems: 

4[ We could use a few more 
pieces of equipment at the 
pi a y g rou nd s, walk-in Iia v a tor y 
facilities, a greater planting 
program of trees and shrubs, 
and repair work on the tennis 
courts,” 

-This year, .the Recreation 
Department rebuilt tennis 
courts at Rotary Field with a 
black top surface and plex- 
ichrome color sealer, 

“We've had no serious van¬ 
dalism problems at all this 
year,” Cioffredi commented. He

Says Board Acted Within 
Rights During Closed 
Session Here Aug. 21. 

State’s Atty. Robert E. West 
Tuesday upheld secret action by 
the Board of Aldermen at a 
meeting Aug. 21. West said that 
the board was “perfectly within 
its rights” to vote on a public 
l matter in a closed session. 

What they voted on, however, 
still isn’t clear. Whatever it 
was, it included a mysterious 
hidden factor which officials 
don’t want known. 

The general topic was the 
White Trust Fund and its pos¬ 
sible application toward a new 
swimming pool. 

Whatever was discussed and 
voted on, officials claim, could 
result in the loss of the entire 
trust fund — now valued at 
about $120,000 — if the subject 
matter is made public. 

The hidden factor was ad¬ 
vanced Tuesday by City Atty. 
John Hansen as his reason for 


recommending the secret ses¬ 
sion to the Board of Aldermen. 

He hinted that the secret lay 
within Mrs. Frances White’s 
will, and one alderman Tuesday 
confirmed that whatever offi¬ 
cials are worried a**' f is in the 
will. 

The will left some personal 
items and bequests to friends 
and relatives and split the re¬ 
mainder of the estate between 
the City of Rutland, which got 
one-third, and the Christian Sci¬ 
ence Benevolent Association of 
Chestnut Hills, Mass. 

The will stipulated that the 
city’s share would revert to the 
Christian Science Benevolent 
Association if the city did not 
accept it within two years from 
the date it was offered. 

But a Probate Court decree 
on Feb. 10, 1955, said . . said 
gift was accepted by the City 
of Rutland as provided in the 
will . . The words “duly ac¬ 
cepted” also appear in the trust 
statement on file in the city 
clerk's office.

City Atty. Hansen said Tues¬ 
day that he recommended the 
closed session for just that rea¬ 
son. 

When it was discovered that 
at least two votes were taken 
at the closed session, State’s 
Atty. West was asked to deter¬ 
mine whether the board’s action 
violated the state’s right-to- 
know law. 

The right-to-know law forbids 
final approval of any business 
at closed sessions and provides 
that full minutes be kept and 
be made public after such 
closed sessions except when 
contracts, personalities, or mat¬ 
ters affecting the security of 
the state are under considera¬ 
tion. 

West said Tuesday that he 
based his decision on two 
points: 

In his opinion, the votes taken 
by the board did not constitute 
a “final” action; the matters 
discussed “could” or “might” 
fall under the heading of a con¬ 
tract or contractual negotia¬ 
tions. 

West said that he followed the 
reasoning he believed a court 
would follow in interpreting the 
words “final” and “contract.” 

West admitted that he knew 
the secret factor. He would not 
disclose it. 

Asked if he thought his in¬ 
terpretation was weighted to¬ 
wards the Board of Aldermen, 
West said he thought not. Asked 
if he could have made a case 
for the opposing point of view, 
West also said he thought not. 

West said that he did not have 
a copy of Atty. Gen. James A. 
Oakes’ latest opinion on the 
right-to-know law. But he said 
he had excerpts of that opinion. 

In Oakes’ opinion, legislative 
committees are forbidden to 
take any votes in secret session, 
since a vote is considered “fi¬ 
nal” action. 

But West said that the White 
Fund affair would not be 
“final” until the aldermen eith¬ 
er completed or dropped nego¬ 
tiations with the fund trustees. 


West said the votes taken in 
secret session did not violate 
the “no final action” provision 
because they in no way bound 
the city legally. 

However, in his opinion Oakes 
said, votes taken by legislative 
committees, although they in 
no way bind the state legally, 
are “final” because the com¬ 
mittees act as representatives 
of the Legislature. 

Asked if one of the votes au¬ 
thorized Hansen to begin nego¬ 
tiations with the fund trustees, 
West said that the motion “went 
further than that.” He would 
not elaborate. 

Hansen repeated Tuesday a 
charge made to the Rotary 
Club Monday that stories in The 
Herald on the secret meeting 
were “inaccurate.” 

Hansen said that a story 
which said the board authorized 
him by a secret 6-5 vote to be¬ 
gin negotiations with the trus¬ 
tees was wrong. 

He would not say why. 

The last public move on the 
matter was made in April, 
when the board authorized Han¬ 
sen to bring a suit against the 
trust fund to get out the $40,000 
for the swimming pool. 

Whatever he is dong now is 
being kept a secret. 

At the center of the contro¬ 
versy is the fund itself, set up 
by Mrs. White. Her will, proc¬ 
essed in 1955, said that the city’s 
share of the cash — at that 
time, $140,000 — would be used 
for a museum for her effects, 
if feasible, with the remainder 
going for a playground. 

The museum was later de¬ 
clared infeasible. But $§0,000 o f 
the principal went into what is 
now White Playground near 
Avenue B. 

The remaining $80,000 was 
left in trust. It is now believed 
to have grown to about $120,- 
000. The cash can be used, ac- I 
cording to the trust, for “repair 1 
and maintenance” of the play- \ 
ground. 

Whether a new pool at the 
site falls under the heading of 
“repair and maintenance” is 

apparently up to the discretion 
of the trustees, R. Clarke Smith 
and Christopher Webber.

Aldermen to Vote Mon¬ 
day on Traffic Plan, 
Pine Hill Proposal. 


Two surveys — one for Pine 
Hill Park, one for Rutland's 
downtown traffic — will keep 
the city's Board of Aldermen 
busy Monday night. 

The aldermen will meet at 
City Hall at 7:30 p.m. 

Both the proposed surveys 
will involve federal government 
money. 

Both have strong supporters, 
and one has equally strong foes. 

Last Monday, a decision on 
whether the city should accept 
the low-cost traffic survey was 
postponed by the aldermen. 

Alderman Craigue Perkins, 
while making it clear that he 
doesn't oppose the survey, said 
he wanted to see an explanation 
of it in writing. 

City Atty. John Hansen sum¬ 
marized the plan verbally last 
Monday, 

The survey would cost 
Rutland $8,125. The remaining 
$24,000 necessary would be sup¬ 
plied by the U.S, Bureau of 
Public Roads. 

Rutland was chosen as a 
pilot project city for the survey, 
which is directed in Vermont by 
the state Highway Department. 

Most members of the Board 
of Aldermen have spoken in 
favor of the survey. Mayor 
Harold J. Nichols is also solidly 
behind it. 

Nichols recently proclaimed 
the survey: 

"A great thing for the city of 
Rutland J* 

Rutland Police Chief Stuart 
D. Jenne also wants the survey. 
Jenne has long been in favor of 
a traffic survey for the city of 
Rutland, which has had traffic 
problems, particularly down¬ 
town. 

City HaH observers are mildly., 
optimistic that the traffic 
.survey will find favor with the 
board. If it doesn't, either Ben¬ 
nington or Burlington, both of 
which want the survey very 
badly, win get their chance to

the U. S, Soil Conservation 
Service, 

Alderman Roger Pike will 
reintroduce the measure Mon¬ 
day, 

He and other aldermen in 
favor of the measure point out 
that while opponents of the 
measure say “nothing is free,” 
that the office doing the survey 
will continue to exist whether 
the Pine Hill Survey is com¬ 
pleted or not, 

“The survey would be done 
without any cost to the city,” 
Pike said last Monday. 

City Hall officials say that 
several other minor matters are 
scheduled for action by the 
aldermen at Monday's 
aldermanic meeting. 

The eleven-man board of city 
fathers meets regularly every 
second Monday. A full slate of 
city business has brought out 
the aldermen every Monday 
night this month.

The Rutland Board of 
Aldermen refused a free survey 
of Pine Hill Park Monday night, 
branding it “a boondoggle” and 
“federal intervention,” 

By a 6-4 roll call vote, the 
beard turned down a request by 
its own Recreation and Parks 
Committee that the survey be 
undertaken.

City recreation officials 
favored the survey as a first 
s 1 e p tow a rd r e nov a ting th e 
once-busy but now-deserted 
park.

close support 

The aldermanic reereatioh H 
committee which supported the 
survey was led by Roger Pike, 
He was supported by Aldermen 
Robert Harrrison, Francis E. 
Sanborn, and Ethel Stearns, 
who left her seat as chairman 
to speak in favor of the no-cost 
survey, 

Alderman Joseph Abel, who 
could not vote on the question 
since he was substituting as 
chairman for Mrs, Stearns, also 
spoke in favor of the survey. 

City A tty. John Hansen, when 
questioned about the proposed: 
survey, said: 

“I don't see how the city can 
be hurt by this/since we can 
refuse to follow the survey’s 
suggestions if we want to.” 

The issue arose early in Mon¬ 
day night’s aldermanic meeting 
when City Clerk John Barrett 
read the recommendation of the 
Recreation Committee. 

The committee recom¬ 
mend^: 

”... a contract between the 
City of Rutland and the Otter 
Creek Soil and- Water Conserva¬ 
tion District which provides for 
the preparation of a soil and 
water conservation plan, based 
on the capabilities of the land, 
its need for protection and im¬ 
provement. M 

The recommenda tion 
stipulated that the city would 
pay nothing for the survey, and 
specified Pine Hill Park as the 
site, 

Douglas quickly opposed the 
proposed survey. He based his 
opposition on the wording of a 
card the city would have had to 
fill out to initiate the survey. 

The card contained the words 
“farm ing ent e r pris e s” a nd 
Douglas complained that 
Rutland planned no fanning at 
the park. 

Having seen some of the 
forms from the federal govern¬ 
ment we’ve had to fill out. I’m 
going to be opposed to signing 
any form involving us in farm¬ 
ing,” he said. 

John W. Cioffredi, superin¬ 
tendent of Recreation and 
Parks, said the soil conservation 
unit wasn't implying that the 
city would farm the steep, rock- 
filled park.

-simply a formal way of re¬ 
questing the survey. 

' Abel commented drily: 

“I don’t think the word 
‘farming* will play too big a 
part in this survey, because I 
don’t think there’s a great 
possibility that the people mak¬ 
ing the survey will recommend 
that Pine Hill Park be a farm.” 

But Dougias remained 
unswayed: 

“W-? shouldn’t be a party to a 
form that doesn’t apply to us,” 
he ssid. “They make us sign 
forms and conform to their 
standards, and I think we 
should deal with a form that 
relates to our specific situa¬ 
tion.” 

At this point, Perkins at¬ 
tacked the proposed survey as 
being the work of “experts.” 

“There’s not any need for our 
boys to get an expert to tell us 
yve need a shelter here, a table 
there. That’s just nonsense,” he‘ 
said. Perkins rebelled against 
the idea that: 

“The minute you want to do 
something, you call in your 
professional expert to tell you 
what to do.” 

Dougias also opposed the 
survey since it gave federal 
agencies more work to do. 

"It would just increase the op¬ 
portunities for service for 
another federal agency/’ 
Douglas said. “They keep get¬ 
ting projects and projects to 
justify their existence — you 
say it doesn’t cost anything, but 
it does.” 

Mrs. Stearns, after leaving 
aer chair as board president, 
commented: 

“People coming into this area 
are just crazy to have a recrea¬ 
tion area like that set up. It 
would be an ideal spot.” 

A vote was called for and the 
survey was defeated by a 6-3 
vote, apparently because of op¬ 
position to the word “farming”, 
and because Pine Hill Park, 
while specified in the recom¬ 
mendation, wasn’t mentioned in 
the proposed agreement 

Douglas amended the motion 
to include the statement: 

“It is understood that the City 


of Rutland is not engaged in 
farming enterprises in Pine Hill 
Park.” 

Douglas then voted against 
authorizing the survey. 

Also voting to kill the survey 
were Aldermen Perkins, Arthur 
E. Crowley, Francis Gallagher, 
Patrick O’Brien and Donald 
McIntosh. 

Voting for the survey were 
Pike, Sanborn, Harrison and 
Mrs. Stearns. 

A weaker motion, to have 
Cioffredi and the Recreation & 
Parks Committee continue to 
study the possible uses of Pine 
Hill Park, was passed later. A 
later attempt by Pike to rescind 
the anti-survey vote failed. 

Pike said that he may bring 
the matter up for action next 
Monday. 

Responding angrily to an 
earlier remark by Perkins tht 
the survey would be “nothing 
but a boondoggle”, Sanborn 
snorted: 

“That certainly is not boon- ; 
doggling. I’d like to know just j, 
what boondoggling is. This j 
whole business is pretty , 
di sgustingl y ridiculous. ” 

In other action, the aldermen: 

— Approved! several building 
permits, including a project to 
build an emergency exit on the 
west side of St. Peter’s Church. 

— Granted an easement for a 
curb cut at property owned by 
Mrs. Mary Girardi on North 
Main Street. 

— Agreed to lease land ad¬ 
jacent to Rotary Field from Mr. 
and Mrs, James E. Crandall 
of 17 North St. The land, which 
will be leased for a negligible 
sum, will be used 1 to increase 
parking facilities.

Scenic Corridor Altered 
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Rep. Gibb to Make New 
Suggestion; District to 
Meet Tonight.

_WEY BRIDGE — (Special)— 
Hep. Arthur Gibb, R-15, of Wey- 
btidge said Tuesday he has re¬ 
drafted the Otter Creek scenic 
corridor bill. But he added that 
the storm of protest with which 
the original bill was met was 
not responsible for the re-rig¬ 
ging. 

However, the basic change 
proposed by Gibb would reduce 
from 300 to 50 feet the protected 
corridor on either side of the 
creek. 

During public hearings in 
Rutland and Middlebury recent* 
ly, landowners along Otter 
Creek hotly assailed the 300-foot 
restricted zone as a land grab 
by the state. 

The Weybridge representative 
said Tuesday the new draft he 
will present his House Natural 
Resources Committee next week 
greatly simplifies the bill. 

But the intent of the legisla¬ 
tion is the same — providing a 
scenic, unpolluted water trail 
for canoes and small boats. 

Another provision excluded in 
GiBiys re-written bill is “flood¬ 
plain zoning*' and this deletion 
may stir up opposition from the 
originator of the idea — the 
Otter Creek Soil Conservation 
District. 

Gibb said this provision 
should be a separate act if 
passed by the Legislature and 
should include all water in the 
state, not just Otter Creek. 

“If we have flood plain zon¬ 
ing we shouldn’t back into It 
this way” according to the 
chairman of the Natural Re¬ 
sources Committee. 

But the flood plain zoning was 
one of two provisions originally 
sought by the soil conservation 
district and it is unlikely its 
elimination will win favor in 
that quarter. 

Nor will it lessen the opposi¬ 
tion of the landowners, accord¬ 
ing to a soil conservation dis¬ 
trict official. 

A group of the most vocal op¬ 
ponents of the bill at the two 
public hearings met last week 
with district supervisors and in* 
dieated theVflood plain zoning

on the 300-foot strip. 

Under the original hill an 
area that size on both sides 
of the creek would be closed to 
any development except agri¬ 
cultural buildings. 

This section of the bill pro¬ 
duced howls from the farmers 
along the creek, the state’s 
longest, ranging from “social¬ 
ism” to “driving us out of busi¬ 
ness.” 

Gibb pointed out Tuesday 
that a number of misconcep¬ 
tions have growrn up about the 
proposal, including the fear that 
the state would be taking over 
part of their land. But, he said, 
the cries at the two public 
hearings were no louder than 
he had expected. 

The landowners, Gibb noted 
Tuesday, could still post their 
land, fence it, work it or use 
it for anything which would not 
spoil either the quality of the 
creek water or the scenery near 
it. 

The new draft, which he 
stressed is “just something for 
his committee to consider,” re¬ 
duces the strip to 50 feet “be¬ 
cause I don’t care how wide it 
is” as long as it does the job. 

The purpose of the provision, 
which is essentially a zoning 
rule for the creek similar to zon¬ 
ing restrictions along highways, 
is mainly to prohibit billboards, 
junkyards, dumps or other 
structures which would pollute 
either the beauty or the water 
of the now-contaminated creek, 
Gibb says the state now has 
no legal means of controlling 
such ©lights, although Pulling 
disagrees with him. 

The soil conservation mana¬ 
ger said Tuesday he thinks the 
state Water Resources Board 
now has the power to eliminate 
any source of pollution along 
any water in the state, but that 
the law is not enforced. 

The Soil Conservation Board 
has scheduled a meeting Wed¬ 
nesday at 7; 30 p. m. at the 
Battell Block in Middlebury and 
it is expected to reject the pres¬ 
ent bill in favor of a proposal 
which would:

Super Resources Department Propose 


Most Sweeping of All Re¬ 
organizations Set Up 
by Subcommittee.

MONTPELIER — By far the 
most sweeping change yet to be 
proposed by any subcommittee 
studying governmental 
reorganization was g i v en 
unanimous approval here Tues¬ 
day. 

The Natural Resources Sub¬ 
committee completed its work 
by adopting a plan that would: 

— Merge the Fish and 1 Game, 
Forests and Parks and Water 
Resources Departments into a 
single agency known as the 
Natural Resources Department. 

— Strip the three 
departments of their names and 
distribute their work load into 
functional agencies known as 
Design and Construction, 
Operations, Land Management 
and Planning, Facility Main- 
tenance, A dmimstrative 
Serivices, and Enforcement. 

— Place a “super” com¬ 
missioner appointed by the 
governor, with approval of the 
Senate, over the department, 

— Give the “super” com¬ 
missioner full power to run the 
department by placing in his 
service a board with advisory 
powers only. ..... , lfv . ... 

The merger would also m- 


elude the Historic Sites and 
Recreation Boards. 

In addition, the governor 
would be empowered to appoint 
advisory and regulatory coun¬ 
cils to serve the various sub¬ 
divisions. 

The Fish and Game and 
Water Resources board would 
be kept intact. 

The Natural Resource Board 
would he a seven-member ad¬ 
visory body appointed by the 
governor. 

The plan also calls for a 
governmental coordinator to be 
placed under the office of the 
deputy commissioner. 

His job would be similar to 
that performed by the Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation 
coordinator — handling funds 
allocated by the federal govern- 
ment for state and municipal 
recreation projects. 

The plan, introduced by sub¬ 
committee member Walter 
Malmquist of Post Mills, was 
given an enthusiastic reception 
by the administration of Gov. 
Philip H. Hoff. 

Press Secretary Arthur 
Ritau said the plan was “terrif¬ 
ic” adding that it carried the 
administration’s idea of 
g overnmental reorganization 
even further than anticipated.

Mrs. Ethel Stearns, president 
of the Rutland Board of 
Aldermen, broke two tie votes 
Monday night to pass a con¬ 
troversial free conservation 
survey for Pine Hill Park. 

The action came at a meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen in 
City Hall* The survey passed, 6 - 
5. 

The same survey was 
defeated last week by a 6-4 vote 
of the aldermen. 

The board’s newest alderman, 
Donald C* McIntosh, changed 
his vote to “yes”, providing the 
slim margin of victory for the 
Pine Hill Park survey. 

With the exception o f 
McIntosh, the same aldermen 
who last week opposed the 
survey as "a boondoggle” and 
federal intervention, voted 
against it this week, for ap¬ 
proximately the same reasons. 

The survey will be done by 
the Otter Creek Soil and Water 
Conservation District. It will be 
a preliminary step in 
establishing the hill, wooded 
park as .a wildlife preserve and 
edu c ation-r e c r e a ton area. 

Action on the survey Monday 
began when Alderman Roger 
Pike asked the board to rescind 
its last week’s action. 

Pike introduced Harold Pull¬ 
ing, head soil conservationist 
with the local office of the U, S, 
Soil Conservation Service, and 
Merritt Thomas of Rutland 
Town, a supervisor of the Otter 
Creek Soil and Water Conserva¬ 
tion District* 

Thomas began discussion of 
the n^asure by referring to the ~ 
opposition some aldermen had 
voiced to the card which the ci¬ 
ty wjmld have to fill out to re¬ 
quest the survey.

An anonymous letter critical 
of the Rutland Recreation 
Department drew sharp 
response from city officials 
Thursday, 

The letter, which is published 
on The Herald's editorial page 
today, attacked the Recreation 
Department policy of forbidding 
loitering a t Frida y ni ght 
dances. 

Copies were sent to Mayor 
Harold J, Nichols, Rutland High 
School Principal Maynard 
Robinson, and John Cioffredi, 
recreation superintendent. 

Recreation Department of¬ 
ficials last week instituted the 
policy of having a Rutland 
policeman ofr hand at the 
dances to enforce the no-loiter- 
ing rule. 

The policeman’s presence 
reportedly touched' off a wave 
of complaints and discontent 
among the teen aged Rutland ers 
who attend the dances. 

The anonymous letter was one 
manifestation of the teenage 
malaise. 

Rutland Recreation 
Superintendent John W, Ciof¬ 
fredi responded sharply to the 
criticism. 

“These kids have been loiter¬ 
ing, drinking, disturbing the 
peace, and going behind 
buildings, * 1 Cioffred i said. 
“They're disturbing the pub- 
tic.”

Cioffredi said complaints 
from persons living near the 
Edwin W. Lawrence Recreation 
Center on Center Street and 
from police officers had 
resulted in the presence of the 
patrolman. 

“We’ve had several com¬ 
plaints from both neighbors and 
the police/ 1 Cioffredi said, “I 
have a responsibility to the 
citizens of this city as well as 
to their children.” 

Cioffredi said his policy on 
dance attendance could be sum¬ 
med up in two words: in or out. 

“If they're up here/ 1 he said, 
“they've got to go to the dance. 
If not, they’ve got to go 
someplace else. It's that sim¬ 
ple.” 

The recreation chief said the 
te ena ge rs them sel ve s were 
responsible for the patrolman 
being hired, 

“If they want to have love- 
ins, they're not going to have 
them on my property/ 1 he said. 

Policemen are required at 
most area functions involving 
teenagers.

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^-Recreation Center 
Is Taking On a New and Brighter Look 


A complete renovation of the 
city recreation center the late 
Edwin W* Lawrence gave 
Rutland almost five years ago 
is nearing its final stages. 

John W. Cioffredi, 
superintendent of Recreation 
and Parks, said Wednesday: 

"‘Each year we've tried to do 
something to improve our 
building. This year, we're 
finally going to be finished with 
all our major renovations/ 1 

The building Cioffredi 
referred to, a three-story 
structure on the southeast 
corner of Center and Court 
Streets, has had a long and 
varied history. 

Built in the 19th century as a 
bank, the building later served 
as a residence for various 
Rutland families, and was then 
taken over by the 
Congregational Church. 

As the Mead Community 
House, it served the needs of 
that church for many years. 
Finally, in January, 1963, 
Lawrence purchased t h e 
spacious building and turned it 
over to the city. 

Since then, the building has 
been the city’s informal civic 
center, hosting square dancers, 
golfers, senior citizens groups 
and teenage clubs and dances 
with equal ease. 

The face-lifting done by the 
city Recreation Department 
began then and has continued 
ever since, according to Ciof- 
fredi. 

""When we first got the 
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building, we painted the 
outside,” the recreation chief 
said. “We painted the hallways, 
and took some old furniture 
which had' been left here and 
fixed it.” 

He said that the two couches 
and piano left at the building, 
plus some end tables and chairs 
purchased by the Recreation 
Department, now grace the 
center’s front room. 

The next project undertaken 
at the center was refinishing 
the gymnasium floor. Members 
of the Rutland Garden Club 
pitched in on the project and 
helped the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment staff, Cioffredi said. 

The basement of the center 
when the Recreation staff mov¬ 
ed into the buiding was a 
confused mass of dust-filled 
storage rooms. 

Hammer and saw soon chang¬ 
ed things, however. Old 
partitions were torn down and 
new ones put up. Today the 
basement houses a teen room, 
complete with ping-pong tables 
and other equipment, and a 
health room with weights, 
pulleys and other necessities for 
the muscularly inclined. 

In a third-floor room, an 
indoor golf driving range was 
set up. But most of the 
renovation moved from the 
basement and ground floors 
onto the second floor, 

“We painted all the rooms on 
the second floor/' Cioffredi 



said, leaning around a door 
casing to observe one of the 
Recreation Department’s many 
classes in session Wednesday. 

The four second-floor rooms 
are used for community 
meetings, classes, and 
activities. 

The center’s third-floor 
rooms, which the Department 
staff is in the process of 
refurbishing now, are used for 
the center’s more strenuous 
activities, such -as round 
dances, cheerleading classes, 
and the golf driving room. 

Also new this year is the 
transformation of a first-floor 
kitchen into a large meeting 
room. 

“It’s now our largest room on 
this floor outside of the gym,” 
Cioffredi said. He explained 
that the old kitchen equipment 
formerly in the room was mov¬ 
ed out and a new kitchen 
installed behind a recently- 
erected partition in the room’s 
south end. 

The Rutland square dance 
club helped Cioffredi 1 s staff put 
in the partition and kitchen, he 
said. 

The new room is used for the 
Rutland Take Off Pounds 
Sensibly (TOPS) Club, the 
center’s furniture refinishing 
class, and other general 
meetings. 

In an upstairs hallway, Emile 
J. Hess op, Recreation Depart¬ 
ment maintenance man, whis¬ 
tled cheerfully as he painted his 
way down a long hallway. 

“It’s sure going -to look 
different around here when we 
get through/’ he said; “This 
place war brighten right up/' $

The city recreation 
superintendent said that 
Rutland needs a larger staff for 
the same reason that the 
Rutland School System needs 
more space and more teachers 
— there are more people in 
Rutland with more chi T dren. 

“We are not only responsible 
for the youth of our city, but 
the total population as well/’ 
Cioffredi said, noting that his 
department runs programs for 
all ages of schoolchildren, for 
adults, and for elderly people as 
well* 

“Cur responsibility is the 
total community,” he declared. 
Cioffredi noted that new 
Indu stry moving into the 

Rutland area and Vermont as a 
whole means that new people 
with different tastes in 
recreation will make new 
demands on his department. 

“To meet those demands, we 
must increase out staff,” he 
said. 

The recreation superintendent 
added that one of the fulltime 
workers needed by his depart* 
ment should be a woman 
because there is a need for 
more recreation activities for 
Rutland area women. 

“We have recej' numerous 
phone calls asking s to sponsor 
girls* basketball mgues and 
girls* and worn a’s softball 
programs,” he said, “but we 
lack the proper help to conduct 
these activities.” 

Two more recreation men are 
also needed, Cioffredi said. 

He added that he is in the 
process of evaluating the city's 
recreation needs for the fouling 
10 years, but his plair ng is 
being bogged down / the 
number of nuts and bolts Jet ails 
he is constantly called on to 
handle.

to work with means his time 
has to be spent handling minor 
details. 

“You reach a point where you 
as superintendent have to be 
concerned about such things as 
whether the truck has been 
greased, whether the oil has 
been checked, and so forth,” he 
explained. 

Cioffredi said he would like to 
turn over the job of developing 
and expanding programs to his 
supervisors. “But we haven't 
any supervisor to turn these 
things over to,” he said. 

“I am well aware of the 
city’s other critical needs,” the 
recreation chief said, “and I 
realize that everything cannot 
be done at once. 

“But I do feel that we must 
start to move and start to 
develop our recreation facili¬ 
ties,” 

Cioffredi also called for 
increased space and facilities 
for recreation and for an ap¬ 
pointed citizen's advisory board 
to consult with him and act as a 
liaison between his department, 
the mayor, and the Board of 
Aldermen.

Recreation and Parks Superintendent Calls for Ex¬ 
panded Staff to Meet the ‘Needs of the 1960V; 
at Least Two Fulltime Specialists Sought. 

Rutland Recreation and Parks Superintendent John W. Ciof¬ 
fredi said’ Monday that his department desperately needs more 
personnel. Cking Vermont's recreation expansion in the 1960’s 
Cioffredi said; “To meet these - - - —- 


demands, we must increase our 
staff.” 

Speaking before the Rutland 
Ro ( ary Club Monday, Cioffredi 
called for more support from 
the Board of Aldermen for rec¬ 
reation enterprises and spelled 
out some of his department’s 
needs. 

At the top of the list, ac¬ 
cording to Cioffredi, is a need 
for more city recreation 
staffers. 

The city recreation chief said 
that at least two fulltime train¬ 
ed recreation specialists plus 
two more maintenance men are 
needed at once to bring the city 
recreation staff up to full 
strength. 

For the past several years, 
the Recreation Department has 
gotten by with one professional 
recreation worker, two 
maintenance men and a 
secretary. Part time summer 
workers, recruited from the 
ranks of local high school and 
college students, helped staff ci¬ 
ty playgrounds during peak 
summer months. 

But Cioffredi said Monday 
that this method of staffing is 
becoming more and more 
inadequate. 

“We’re at the crossroads,” 
Cioffredi said. “We've come as 
far as one can come — perhaps 
too far for the size of our 
staff,” 

He urged Rutlanders to plan 
for the future so that Rutland 
will be able to keep ahead of 
increasing recreation demands 
in the future. 

Cioffredi complained that the 
Rutland Board of Aldermen 
does not appreciate the city’s 
need for more recreation 
outlets. 

“This is not the 1930's we’re 
living in,” he said. “It's the 
1960’$.” 

“Times and needs have 
changed,” Cioffredi continued. 
“No longer can we simply take 
a football or basketball and roll 
it out on the playground and ex¬ 
pect to amuse our youngsters or 
feel that our job is being done.”

Blur Laws Slip Through 
In City’s New Ordinances 

A few' of Rutland's blue laws have survived in the Revised 
Ordinances of Rutland, adopted by the Board of Aldermen Mon T 
day night. 

The revised ordinances will fill a definite gap in city policy¬ 
making and law. For the first time since 1923, the city's ordin-l 
ances will be easily available and arranged in an orderly way. 

But in a few cases, it f s a good ^hing the revised ordinances 


can be easily amended once 
they take effect Jan. 17. 

That little blue book entitled 
simply: "Revised Ordinances of 
Rutland — 1967” contain^ a few 
whoppers. 

Most of the blue laws which 
made it through the ordinance 
revision are listed under Title 
19 of the Revised Ordinances 
— "Morals and Conduct.” 

Section 3601 of that title’s 
first chapter begins: 

"No child under 16 years of 
age shall be in or upon any 
of the streets, ways, sidewalks, 
alleys, public squares, or parks 
in the nighttime after the hour 
of 9 o'clock unless such child 
is accompanied by a parent, 
guardian, or other person hav¬ 
ing care or control of such 
child, or is in the performance 
of some errand or duty directed 
by such parent, guardian, or 
such other person, in writing,or 
unless such child is there 
necessarily by reason of its 
employment ...” 

This ordinance tends to put 
in jeopardy such time-honored 
and respectable activities as 
minors attending summer band 
concerts, swim dances, and 
even the city Recreation 
Department's Friday night teen 
dances at the Edwin W. 
Lawrence Recreation Center. 

It lOso seems to add to the 
large burden of work already 
carried by Rutland Police Chief 
Stuart D, Jerme since section 
3603 of the morals and conduct 
title reads: 

“The chief of police shall 
keep a record of all violations 
of section 3601 of this chapter, 
and shall cause to be notified 
thereof one of the parents, the 
guardian, or any other person 
having the care or control of 
such child.” 

The next section, section 3604, 
further expands the chiefs 
duties It authorizes him to 
"make complaint of all cases 
of chHdren under 16 years of 
age who by reason of 
orphanage, or of neglect, crime. 


drunkeness or other vice df 
parents, are suffered to grow 
up without salutary parental 
control or education, or in 
circumstances exposing them to 
lead idle and dissolute lives.” 

The modern concept is to han¬ 
dle such cases through social 
organizations such as the 
Rutland Mental Health 
Services, instead of referring 
morals cases to police control. 

One of Rutland’s major com¬ 
munity activities* the annual 
Hallo ween parade, is placed in 
jeopardyH&y one of Title 19*s 
“sundry prohibit! ons and 
penalties.” 

Chapter 3, Section 3661, notes: 

“No person or persons, 
associations or organizations 
concealing their identities by 
hoods, masks or otherwise shall 
march* parade, congregate, or 
hold a meeting or meetings in 
any public street or highway in 
the city.” 

While the law was originally 
aimed at the Ku Klux Klan and 
similar hooded bands* if strictly 
enforced, it would effectively 
quelch the annual Halloween 
Parade which sees hundreds of 
masked youngsters and adults 
go tramping through city 
streets. 

There seems to be little doubt 
that most of the outmoded 
ordinances will be amended to 
allow youngsters to attend band 
concerts even without their 
parents* and making the 
Hallo ween Parade a legal af¬ 
fair^ 

Even as the ordinances were 
being approved by the aldermen 
Monday night* several points 
were questioned. 

Alderman Joseph Abel ques¬ 
tioned a portion of the revised 
milk regulatory ordinance 
which required that individual 
portions of milk be -served in 
their factory container in city 
restaurants. 

Abel said the regulation was 
“stupid” because of modern 
milk dispensers which enable 
restaurants to pour individual 
glasses of milk direct from a 
10-gallon milk container. 

He said he would recommend 
amending the ordinance as soon 
as possible. 

Doubtless other ordinances 
will also be amended. City 
Clerk John P, Barrett said 
Tuesday: 

“If any alderman or in¬ 
terested citizen thinks these 
ordinances should he amended 
or deleted, he can bring his 
case before the Board of 
Aldermen, and Pna sure they'll* 
consider it.” 

"At least now,” Barrett said, 

"we have a base from whidH 
to woric.”

Nichols Says 
Pool Will Be 


On the Ballot

Whether Rutland gets a new 
swimming pool will probably be 
decided by Rutland voters in 
March. 

Both Mayor Harold 1 J. Nichols 
and Chamber of Commerce 
Managing Director Clifford R, 
Barnes said 1 Thursday they ex¬ 
pect to see a $40,000 bond issue 
on the March city ballot. 

The $40,000 would be one- 
fourth of the cost of a new 
municipal swimming pool. The 
remainder of the total $160,000 
cost of the pool would be state 
and federal funds. 

Barnes was more emphatic 
about getting the bond issue on 
the ballot than (Nichols. 

“We’ll do everything 
necessary to get that question 
on the ballot," Barnes said. 
'“When I say everything, I 
mean that if we have to 
circulate a citizens' petition V 
put it on the ballot, we'll do 
that." 

The chamber's Board of 
Directors voted unanimously 
earlier this year to seek a vote 
on the $40,000 rather than con¬ 
tinue trying to obtain the city’s 
share of the pool money from 
the Rutland Trust Fund 1 for 
White Playground. 

Legal d : ffieulities over the 
wording of the trust fund and 
the complicated procedures 
necessary to take the money 
from the fund changed the 
chamber's mind. 

"S’nee the White Playground 
money seems to be bogged 
down, 11 Barnes seid, "we feel 
that the issue should be taken 
to the voters, since we may not 
be ab T e to use the present 
municipal pool next summer.”

February,” Mayor Nichols said. 

Also under consideration is a 
$500,000 bond issue for a new 
fire station, A multi-million - 
dollar bond issue to replace 

Rutland High School, which is 
overcrowded, will probably go 
before city voters in June, 

Some aldermen are reported¬ 
ly jealous of the School 

Department's recent success in 
getting a $334,000 bond issue for 
elementary school expansions 
passed. The aldermen may plan 
to get their bond issues before 
the public in March to get the 
municipal bend issues passed 
before the School Department 
can put its high school bond 

before the electorate. 

But even if the aldermen balk 
at any of the proposed bond 
issues, Nichols can still put the 
questions on the ballot if he 
feels public interest or the well¬ 
being of the city warrants it. 

Under Rutland's recently-up¬ 
dated City Ordinances, if 100 
or more voters petition the City 
Council in writing at least 20 
days before any regular or 
special election, the aldermen 
are bound to put the question 
on the ballot. 

Nichols said if h e decided the 
pool was in Rutland's best in¬ 
terests and the aldermen refus¬ 
ed to put the question on the 
ba llot, he could a rr a nge for 
such a petition. 

“I don't think they'd 
turn anything like that down,” 
Nichols said. “I can't recall 
anything that I've wanted that 
the aldermen have turned 
down,” 

But Nichols isn't noted for 
strongly pushing items which he 
wants done. He is apparently 
wary of using the power of the 
executive branch to intrude into 
what he considers the 
legislative domain. He has the 
City Charter to defend his posi¬ 
tion. 

According to City Atty, John 
Hansen, Rutland's City Charter 
provides the City Council with 
the last word on almost every 
question that comes into City 
Hall. 

“Rutland is designed to be 
governed by City Council,” 
Hansen said, “In that sense, 
you could say we've got a 'weak 
mayor 1 form of city govern¬ 
ment.” 

Asked if he considered 
himself as sitting in a “strong 
mayor” or “weak mayor” 
chair, Nichols answered em¬ 
phatically; “The mayor's job is 
being a mayor by the City 
Charter,” 

The charter provides that the 
mayor is the chief executive of¬ 
ficer of th e city eouiic il. He 
must obtain aldermanic ap¬ 
proval for his actions. 

A m o t e power-conscious 
mayor could further projects 
through manipulation of the 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen. However, Nichols 
has not done this. 

He does maintain close con¬ 
tact with the board and keeps 
them aware of his projects. 

“I have good communication 
with the Board of Aldermen,” 
Nichols said, “They've done 
very well for me and I have no 
faults t to find wthem,”

Houston accumulated a total 
of 502 yards, 387 of them rush¬ 
ing, and averaged 50,3 yards for 
four punts against Memphis 
State* The Cougars were ninth 
in rushing and fifth in total of¬ 
fense last week. 

The University of Texas at El 
Paso is a double pacesetter, top¬ 
ping the passing list with a 325,6 
yard average and the scoring 
figures with a 39.4 points-a- 
game mark for seven games.
